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INCREASED SALES OF HOUSEHOLD GOODS 
CONTINUED IN SEPTEMBER 


ETAIL SALES in September, according to the results 
R reportes to the Board of Trade by the panel of retailers, 

showed their customary seasonal increase as compared with 
August. Although the increase appears to have been slightly less 
marked than in 1953, the level of sales both for the month and for 
the cumulative period February to September was substantially 
above 1953. 

The results reported suggest an increase in sales of non-food 
merchandise in the trading year to date of about 7 per cent. compared 
with 1953 ; while this figure is to be regarded with some reserve 
because of the lack of balance in the present panel of contributors 
(noted in last month’s article) it does indicate that there has been 
a substantial increase in the value of sales and, taken in conjunction 
with the stability of prices for non-food goods in the period, a 
substantial increase in the volume of goods purchased as compared 
with 1953, 

As in previous months the outstanding feature in the September 
results was the large increases in sales of household goods recorded 
both by large scale and independent retailers. Smaller increases 
were reported in sales of clothing and footwear and satisfactory 
results were achieved in sales of other types of non-food merchandise. 

An increase of some 6 per cent. compared with September 1953 
was reported by large scale retailers in the value of sales of food 
and perishables. Part of this increase however must be attributable 


to the rise of 4 per cent. in food prices compared with a year ago 
shown by the Ministry of Labour Interim Index of retail prices. 


Clothing and Footwear 


The only substantial increase in sales of clothing and footwear 
in September compared with a year ago was experienced by multiple 
shops ; all other types of retailer reported rises of less than 5 per 
cent. There was a rise in stocks of clothing and footwear held by 
large scale retailers during September of expected seasonal 
proportions and stocks continued at a level about 8 per cent. higher 
than a year ago. 

Outstanding increases in sales of women’s and children’s wear 
compared with 1953 continued to be reported by multiple shops 
both for the monthly and cumulative periods. As was the case in 
August, however, the results of the few variety chain stores in the 
sample were mainly responsible for these striking figures. The 
rise of 6 per cent. in sales compared with the same month in 1953 
was the lowest reported by co-operative societies for some months ; 
their cumulative sales, however, continued to be substantially higher 
than a year earlier. For department stores and independent 
retailers monthly and cumulative sales were appreciably above 
1953 levels. 

In the sub-categories of women’s and children’s wear reported 
by some large scale retailers good results for both monthly and 
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cumulative periods were achieved except in the case of dress materials. 
For women’s stockings and socks sales and stocks were substantially 
above 1953 levels. 

The highest increase compared with 1953 in sales of men’s and 
boys’ wear in September and in the trading year to date was also 
reported by multiple shops. Substantial though lower increases 
were reported by the other retail outlets. Reported stocks of men’s 
and boys’ wear were only slightly higher than a year ago. 

Department stores reported an increase of 6 per cent. in sales of 
footwear compared with September 1953 ; other retailers however 
reported little change. Moderate increases in cumulative sales 
compared with a year ago were reported by all outlets, but according 
to those large scale retailers reporting stock changes, stocks of 
footwear were still considerably higher than a year ago. 


Household Goods 


Large scale and independent retailers reported in September 
further striking increases in sales of household goods compared with 
a year earlier. These increases were somewhat lower than those 
reported in August, and it may be that the impetus given to sales of 
household goods by the removal of hire purchase restrictions is 
slackening slightly. Cumulative sales continued to run at a 
substantially higher leve! than in 1953. 

Once again the most outstanding increases were reported in sales 
of hardware, radio and electrical goods. Due to the deficiencies of 
the sample it is only possible to publish separate series for sales of 
radio and electrical goods by department stores and by independent 
retailers. These indicate clearly however the continuance of a boom 
in sales of these goods, department stores reporting an increase of well 
over a third in sales compared with September 1953 and independent 
retailers a rise of a quarter. This latter increase brought the 
cumulative sales of independent retailers to a level 2 per cent. higher 
than a year ago when the effect of the Coronation had lifted the sales 
of television sets by independent retailers in particular to an excep- 
tionally high level. Sales of hardware by both large scale and 
independent retailers continued at a substantially higher level than 
in comparable monthly and cumulative periods in 1953. Stocks of 
hardware, radio and electrical goods reported by some large scale 
retailers rose heavily during the month and were 26 per cent. higher 
than at the end of September 1953. 

Sales of furniture and furnishings by all retailers also continued 
at a considerably higher level than in 1953. The detailed results for 
some large scale retailers again showed the greatest increases to be 
recorded in sales of furniture and bedding, with considerably smaller 
rises in sales of furnishing fabrics and household textiles and floor 
coverings. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


The customary seasonal fall in sales of chemists’ goods was reported 
in September by large scale and independent retailers. Both monthly 
and cumulative sales however were substantially higher than in 1953. 
The rise in stocks of chemists’ goods during September (reported by 
some large scale retailers only) was rather sharper than the customary 
seasonal movement and at the end of the month stocks were 20 per 
cent. higher than a year ago. 

For some months past large scale retailers’ sales in the other 
miscellaneous categories have shown much higher increases over the 
previous year than those of independent retailers. This was again 
the case in September and this pattern is also reproduced in the 
cumulative figures. Reported stocks in these categories were all 
markedly higher than a year ago. 


Food and Perishables 


The value of sales of food and perishables reported by large scale 
retailers only was 6 per cent. higher than a year ago. Part of this 
rise must however be attributed to the rise in food prices shown in the 
Ministry of Labour Interim Index. 

Department stores reported considerable increases compared with 
September 1953 in sales of food and perishables, and sales by their 
cafés and restaurants were substantially higher than a year earlier. 

Multiple shops reported an increase of 7 per cent. compared with a 
year ago in the sale of food and perishables, a striking increase again 
being recorded in the sales of groceries and provisions. Their 
results for fresh meat, fruit, vegetables and flowers and cafés and 
restaurants should be treated with some reservations, however, as 
these samples are dominated by non-specialist firms. 

Co-operative societies reported fairly substantial increases compared 
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with September 1953 in all the main categories of food and perishables, 
their overall increase of 4 per cent. being the highest for some months.

Notes and Definitions 


(i) The term large retailer denotes department stores, firms 
operating multiple chains with ten or more branches, and retail 
co-operative societies. Independent retailers are shops owned 
individually or which are members of small chains of less than ten 
branches ; they represent specialist shops in certain branches of trade. 

(ii) There may be substantial differences between the types of goods 
sold by large and independent retailers which are recorded in the 
tables against the same headings. Whereas large retailers are asked 
to give details of their sales of specified classes of goods, the indepen- 
dent retailers give their total sales of all types of goods in a single 
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Percentage Changes in Values of Sales Compared with a Year Earlier 
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figure. Independent retailers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned. 

(iii) The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both 
large and independent retailers. Particulars of the constitution of the 
samples and of the method used in compiling the index numbers 
pt given in the Board of Trade Journal for July 5, 1952, and April 4,

(iv) As the figures are based on the values of sales and of stocks, 
they are affected by price movements, including changes due to 
variations in the incidence of purchase tax. 

(v) The period covered by the September 1954 sales was the five 
weeks from August 29 to October 2, 1954; the corresponding 
period in 1953 was August 30 to October a. 

(vi) Details of the division of Great Britain into retail trade areas 
were given on page 773 of the Board of Trade Journal of April 14, 
1951. Some large retailers are able to give figures for the country 
as a whole, but not for sales in the various areas ; the value of sales 
unallocated to areas in September was 12 per cent. of the total value of 
reported sales. Consequently the movements in business reported 
for Great Britain by the whole sample of large retailers may differ 
from the average of the movements in the areas even when due weight 
is given to the amount of business done in each area. 

(vii) It is known that sales of footwear are overweighted in the 
sample of large retailers compared with those of other goods, and 
in the absence of data which would enable a more precise proportion 
to be calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two in calculating 
the indices for Great Britain of clothing and footwear combined, non- 
food merchandise and all merchandise. Since, however, some of the 
reporting firms only give a national total, the area figures are not so 
adjusted. 

(viii) Sales of food and perishables in September by the large 
retailers were 59 per cent. of total sales by these firms.

President of Board of Trade Puts Case for Revision 


of G.A.T.T. 


HE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 

at the Ninth Session of the Contracting Parties to the General 

Agreement on Tariffs and Trade at Geneva on Monday, said 
they were about to embark on a review of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade. The Chairman, Mr. L. Dana Wilgress, 
Canada, had outlined the vital importance of this task and Mr. 
Thorneycroft suggested it might be convenient if at that stage he 
were to state the attitude of the United Kingdom. 


“ Let me say first of all that when one embarks on a review it is 
worth counting what one stands to lose as well as what one stands to 
gain. All of us here stand to lose a lot if this Review should go in 
the wrong direction,” the President continued. 


“ It is worth contemplating for a moment what we have achieved 
in recent years. Since 1948, when the General Agreement came into 
force, world production has increased by no less than a third and world 
trade by something like 40 per cent. Those gains represent solid 
benefits to all of us. I mention these matters because it is vital to 
remember at the outset of this Review that these events are not entirely 
accidental. There are many strands in this story. There is the great 
part played by the Organization for European Economic Co-operation 
in removing the quota obstacles which hindered European trade. 
There is the work of the International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development. There is the Colombo Pian with all that it has meant 
to the Asian peoples. There is—and I think I am right to mention 
it—the generosity of the United States of America who, by putting 
dollars out into the world through Marshall Aid and other devices, 
have kept the impetus of world trade moving. Last, but by no means 
least, there is the General Agreement itself. The Tariff Agreements 
of the G.A.T.T. and the acceptance of its long-term principles for 
reducing quotas and other obstacles have undoubtedly given a great 
momentum to this expansionist trend. All of us have shared in these 
advantages. If the trend were reversed, if we lost the totality of that 
achievement it would be far more damaging to any of us than some 
marginal adjustments in our share of it. The need today is to reinforce 
these advantages, to give fresh impetus to our progress by strengthen- 
ing the structure and the driving power behind it, but above all to 
study that we do not reverse it. 


Nobody Can Have it Both Ways 


“This Review poses many questions, of objectives and of methods, 
policy and of technique, and each of us will, of course, give his own 
answer to these problems. I suppose in one sense we all know the 
kind of G.A.T.T. that we would like. It would give the maximum 
flexibility for us and as much rigidity as we could manage for others ; 
freedom for our exports and a large scope to control imports from other 
countries ; all the rights with none of the obligations. But of course 
none of us can have it like that. The truth inherent in this Review 
of the G.A.T.T. is that if we are to minimize the obstacles to trade 
then all of us—and I emphasize all of us—must accept substantial 
limitations on our freedom to restrict the trade of others. 


** Somewhere at some stage of these discussions all of us will have 
to answer the question which side of the fence we are upon, whether 
we want to restrict trade or to expand it. We in the United Kingdom 
have given considerable thought to this problem. Like others we 
have considered it in Government circles. We have considered it, 
too, in industrial circles on both sides of industry, and it raises great 
problems for us. But it is possible for me to say here that the United 
Kingdom, both Government and industry, stands solidly upon the 
side of expansion. We are for the General Agreement and not against 
tt. 


Case for G.A.T.T. is “ Overwhelming” 


“The case for the General Agreement is indeed overwhelming. 
Exporters need, and therefore trading countries need, some stability 
of tariff rates. The G.A.T.T. provides that stability. Exporters 
need some clear rules limiting the use of quota restrictions. The 
widespread use of quotas for protective purposes could reverse the 
present trend of world trade more rapidly than any other single factor. 
These needs are important at any time. They have gained additional 
importance through what is known as the collective approach. We 


and other Commonwealth countries have proposed and discussed 
with our friends in the United States and Western Europe collective 
policies to restore convertibility of currencies and to work together 
for wider trade and freer payments. It is a collective task: that is 
why we call it the collective approach. 

“ This is not the time or the place to embark upon the question 
of convertibility, except perhaps to say this: The talk of making 
currencies convertible is meaningless and indeed dangerous, unless 
you can conduct the trade with which to back the currency. Wider 
payments must be matched by wider trade. That is true of all 
currencies, but most of all it is true of a world-wide currency like 
sterling. 

“It is these thoughts—this view of our mutual advantages—that 
determines our approach to this Review. Our purpose in the United 
Kingdom can be plainly stated. It is to re-affirm the G.A.T.T. and 
to strengthen it. We want a stronger G.A.T.T. and not a weaker 
one. We want it both for its direct advantages and as the necessary 
basis for any move in the direction of convertibility. 


Tariff Stabilization and Article XXVIII 


“* Now for the practical issues of the G.A.T.T. Review. I would 
like to start with the question of tariff stabilization, and Article 
XXVIII. This is an instance of a dilemma, the dilemma of stability 
or freedom. What we need to do here is to find a method of reconciling 
on the one hand the natural interest of each country to have greater 
freedom to renegotiate bound rates of duty with, on the other hand, 
the over-riding objective of preserving the general stability of tariffs 
in the interests of all. What we propose, so far as the United Kingdom 
is concerned, is that the time-bar on the use of Article XXVIII 
should be extended until, say, the end of 1957. But we recognize 
the difficulties. It may be necessary for Contracting Parties to author- 
ize the renegotiation of bound rates in cases of special urgency or 
other exceptional circumstances. I think we must also keep open the 
possibility that the time-bar may be temporarily lifted if a General 
Tariff Conference is held. Finally, we would wish to amend 
Article XXVIII by replacing the ultimate right of unilateral action 
under that Article by procedures for arbitration by Contracting Parties 
within a reasonably short specified period. 


Export Subsidies 


“So much for tariffs, which is the receiving end of the trade 
pattern. Now let us look for a moment at the other end. There 
must surely be no distortion of trade at the exporting end by artificial 
methods. We must in this Review grapple with the question of 
export subsidies. The United Kingdom Government have con- 
sistently stressed the need for strengthening the provisions of G.A.T.T. 
on export subsidies. We think it essential that this problem should 
be tackled seriously and constructively in this Review, and may I 
say that this problem is of increased significance in a world which is 
seeking wider trade and payments. 


Colonial Territories 


“IT would like now to mention for a moment the problems of the 
Colonial Territories. ‘These problems are partly provided for already 
by the Article XVIII provisions for underdeveloped territories. 
Under Article XVIII it is open to the United Kingdom or any other 
metropolitan territory to seek on behalf of a Colonial territory approval 
for special measures which that territory wishes to take for the purposes 
of development. But this does not fully meet the difficulties. There 
may be cases where the industry to be developed depends not on the 
limited domestic ma'ket of that territory but on export to the metro- 
politan country. We would wish to seek arrangements within the 
framework of the G.A.T.T. to deal with these needs individually 
as they arise. I would emphasize that no benefit is sought for the 
metropolitan country concerned. The benefit is intended for the 
Colonial Territories alone and I hope that other Contracting Parties 
will aid us in finding a solution to the problem. 


The G.A.T.T. Organization 


“ Fourthly, with regard to organization. All of us here, if I may 
be allowed to say so, Mr. Chairman, admire the work of the G.A.T.T 
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Secretariat, and I would like to pay a tribute to the way in which that 
organization has worked. We do not wish to see it develop into some 
mammoth international organization. It has worked well as a small 
group with a small staff of some thirty people, and I hope it will 
continue on broadly the same lines. Some developments may, 
however, be desirable. It is essential that effective working relation- 
ships between the Contracting Parties and the International Monetary 
Fund should be developed. It is important that representatives of the 
International Monetary Fund should be closely associated with the 
Contracting Parties in reviewing these matters, and we would support 
any smal! organizational changes to bring this about. 


“‘ One word as to the scope of the Agreement. The United King- 
dom would favour the inclusion in the G.A.T.T. of a provision 
enabling the Contracting Parties to extend the scope of their 
activities. In this connection we would suggest a study of the 
possibility of a supplementary agreement on commodity policy. 


Quota Restrictions 


** I come now, Mr. Chairman, to what is I think the heart of the 
matter. The question of quota restrictions. The United Kingdom 
Government attach the highest importance to preserving unchanged 
the provisions of Article XI. It is basic to the objectives of the 
Agreement that these rules governing and limiting the use of quota 
restriction should be re-approved and strictly observed by all Con- 
tracting Parties. Quota restrictions for balance of payments purposes 
are permitted by Article XII, and in existing circumstances we regard 
the present provisions of that Article as adequate. 


“‘ But we must look ahead. In conditions of convertibility it would 
in our view be essential to tighten the rules. The United Kingdom 
Government consider it to be of the greatest importance that in those 
conditions restrictions imposed and maintained for balance of pay- 
ments reasons are fully justified and are not retained longer than 
strictly necessary. We propose, therefore, that the principles of 
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Article XII should be reinforced in two ways. First, that all restric- 
tions imposed under this Article should be subject to the approval of 
the Contracting Parties immediately afterwards, and, secondly, that 
the extension of such restrictions beyond one year should be subject 
to prior approval and in any event limited except for under-developed 
countries to a time-limit of one extra year. I emphasize that this 
tightening of the rules is relevant to conditions of convertibility. In 
such conditions too we must have fair and adequate arrangements 
whereby it would be in the last resort possible to organize trade 
discrimination against a country whose currency is found to be 
scarce. The United Kingdom would accordingly suggest widening 
Article XIV 5 (a) to permit the imposition of discriminatory trade 
restrictions where a general scarcity of currency is found to exist 
under Section 1 of Article VII of the rules of the International Monet- 
ary Fund. In other words, what we are seeking to do in conditions 
of convertibility is to strengthen the rules about quotas but also to 
facilitate action in the trade field if an important currency 

really scarce. 


United Kingdom Ready to Take Risks 


“* These in brief are our principal proposals. They will of course 
be fully elaborated in later discussions. I would only say this at 
this stage, that our policy of tighter trade rules and in particular 
what we propose for quantitative restrictions involves us in risks. 
We have given long and anxious thought to these problems. The 
United Kingdom is prepared to take these risks, but we cannot 
take them alone. Others must move with us. We appreciate the 
difficulties of many Governments in removing agricultural quotas. 
We ourselves have similar problems with our own agricultural 
producers. There is, I suppose, not a country here that is not under 
pressure to take some step to protect some industry in a manner 
inconsistent with the G.A.T.T. But if we attempt to legitimize any 
breach of the Agreement, extant or intended, we shall create great 
difficulties for all. Always at any time there must be a number of 
countries faced with problems of this kind, but we would do better 
to seek their reduction and elimination rather than to torture the 
Agreement in order to accommodate them. We should be trying to 
stop the gaps rather than to open loopholes. If we start along that 
road, whether we do it by substantive amendment or by procedural 
arrangement, we should find ourselves on a very slippery path. The 
exceptions will not be limited to one country or to one commodity, 
and any country which starts us on this path will bear a very heavy 
burden of responsibility. 


Negotiations Must Cover the World 


‘** Lastly, as to tariffs, the sooner we can get into a position where 
tariff negotiations are possible the better, but they must be inter- 
national negotiations. They must include the United States of 
America with the freedom that only new legislation can afford them. 
We cannot in the United Kingdom negotiate in groups. Our trade 
covers the world, and our negotiations must cover the world. 


“If I might then summarize the United Kingdom policy: Our 
policy is to reaffirm and strengthen the G.A.T.T. We for our part 
are prepared to run the risks inherent in this policy. We have powerful 
advantages and rewards to offer. We are a very large market and we 
have a world-wide currency. The availability of that market and the 
strength of that currency are assets for the rest of the world which 
they cannot afford lightly to discount. But we cannot advance along 
this road alone. We cannot move faster than others are willing to 
move with us. We must all of us try to do this together. 


“ T will conclude by saying this : I have no doubt as to the import- 
ance of these discussions. ‘The pressures for expansion in the world 
are matched and threatened by all sorts of pressures for restriction. 
It would not take much to tip the scale against the G.A.T.T. and all 
it has hitherto striven to achieve. We could easily plunge into a 
downward spiral of import restrictions and reduced world trade. 
We could buy marginal protection for a few industries at the price of 
casting aside the real opportunities which lie ahead. We are living 
in a second industrial revolution. Our sources of power, our tech- 
niques and our skills can bring untold prosperity. Perhaps the 
direction and certainly the rate of our advance will be largely 
determined by our discussions during the next few weeks.”

Trade Mission to Visit Egypt, Sudan 
and Ethiopia 


[Iz WAS announced by the Minister of State, Board of Trade, 
Mr. A. R. W. Low, in the House of Commons on Monday, that 
the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, had 
decided to send a trade mission of prominent businessmen to Egypt, 
the Sudan and Ethiopia early in 1955. 


The object of the mission will be to study the requirements of 
these countries, the ways in which British industry and commerce 
can assist in their development, and the opportunities open to us 
to expand our trade with them. The Governments of all three 
countries have informed Her Majesty’s Government that they will 
welcome the mission. 


Sir Edward Benthall has accepted the President’s invitation to 
lead this mission in Egypt and the Sudan: and Mr. G. C. R. Eley 
has agreed to lead it in Ethiopia. Sir Edward Benthall led the trade 
mission which visited Iraq, Kuwait, the Lebanon, Syria and Saudi 
Arabia in 1953. He is Chairman of Bird & Co. Ltd., Calcutta, and 
Mr. Eley is Deputy Chairman of the British Bank of the Middle 
East and a Director of the Bank of England. 


The mission will be chosen as generally representative of British 
industry. Its composition is nearing completion and the further 
details will be announced shortly. 


The Secretary to the mission will be Miss C. B. Reynolds, of the 
Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of 
Trade, assisted by Mr. R. Gapp of the Export Credits Guarantee

Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. Position 


in October 


THE gold and dollar reserves rose by $35 million during the month 

and stood at $2,936 million on October 31. 

During the month defence aid from the United States amounted 
to $17 million ; $8 million was received in gold or dollars from the 
European Payments Union in respect of September and $2 million 
was paid to the creditors of the Union in bilateral settlements. 


Provisional E.P.U. Result 


On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom 
had a surplus of £5 million with the European Payments Union, 
which will fall to be settled in November, as to 50 per cent. in gold 
or dollars and as to 50 per cent. by reduction of debt to the Union. 


Britain Attracts More Autumn 
Visitors 


IGURES issued by the British Travel and Holidays Association 
show that nearly 81,000 overseas visitors came to Britain in 
September. 


This figure is nine per cent. higher than that for September last 
year and is a record for the month. Of the monthly total, more than 
40,000 were visitors from European countries, 19,000 from the United 
States, and an estimated 15,000 from the Commonwealth and Empire. 


September arrivals brought the total of overseas visitors for the 
nine months January to September to almost 744,000—an increase 
of seven per cent. compared with the corresponding period in Corona- 
tion year. 


American visitors in the first nine months totalled 178,000, 
representing an increase of nine per cent. over the total of 163,000 
for the January-September period last year. 


New Sales Promotion Scheme for 
Women’s Wool Outerwear 


ETAILS of a collective promotion project for the sale of women’s 

and girls’ wool coats and suits were given in London on November 
5, when the International Wool Secretariat announced the formation 
of the Wool Fashion Promotion Council, sponsored jointly by the 
trade and the I.W.S. 


Particulars of the scheme are being circulated throughout the trade, 
and as a pilot project for 1955 the Council is to organize a 14-day 
“Wool Fashion Festival” in September next year. Full use of 
publicity and promotion techniques will be made in support of the 
Festival and the International Wool Secretariat hope that all manu- 
facturers, wholesalers and retailers throughout the United Kingdom 
who handle women’s and girls’ wool coats and suits will associate 
their own autumn fashion drives with the campaign. For full details, 
advice or consultation, traders are invited to apply to Mr. Dennis 
Clive, Director of Trade Promotion, International Wool Secretariat, 
Dorland House, 18/20 Regent Street, London, S.W.1. 


The Wool Fashion Promotion Council will be independent of any 
particular trade association. Membership of the Council during the 
first year will be available at the figure of 9d. per £100 turnover, based 
on each firm’s last completed financial year, but no member concerned, 
however large its turnover, will be required to pay more than £500, 
The I.W.S. will contribute £12,500 in 1955, and the Secretariat's 
experience of publicity and promotion, and also its office facilities, will 
be made available to the council. All contributions will be paid to 
the Council’s auditors, thus ensuring that information about individual 
firm’s trading will be kept confidential and not revealed to other 
members of the trade. 


Commenting on these proposals at the conference in London the 
Chairman of the executive Committee of the British Mantle Manu- 
facturers’ Association, Mr. J. B. Bickley said that it was known from 
available statistics that the women’s clothing industry had not received 
its fair share of the consumer’s expanding purchasing power. One 
of the main objects of the promotion scheme was to increase the 
demand for women’s and girls’ heavy wool outerwear. The scheme 
was designed to make the public more clothes conscious, and to 
create a demand for wool outerwear in the early part of the season, 
so that manufacturers could plan an even flow of production. 


It was also announced that during the 14-day Festival next 
September the Council will run a competition for the best dressed 
mother and daughter. 


Deferred Payments for Air Tickets 
DEFERRED payment plans for the purchase of tickets on British 


Overseas Airways Corporation and British European Airways 
services to destinations throughout the world are announced jointly 
by the two Corporations. 

Under the plans, the purchaser pays a deposit of approximately 
10 per cent. of the fare—or more if he wishes—to a travel agent or 
at any B.O.A.C. or B.E.A. office, and pays the balance in monthly 
instalments. He may book his seat on paying the deposit and fly 
as soon as his application is accepted. 

The maximum payment periods are six months if the balance is 
under £30, 12 months if £30 or over but under £100, and 21 months 
if £100 or more. 


Deferred payment is not applicable when the total transaction is 
under £20. 


Telephone Service with Ethiopia 
THE Postmaster-General announces that telephone service has been 
opened with Ethiopia. 


The minimum charge for a call of three minutes duration is

Britain Needs Increased Exports, 


Productivity and Investment 
—The Chancellor of the Exchequer 


GPEAKING to the National Union of Manufacturers in London 

on November 4, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. R. A. Butler, 
said that in introducing his Budget earlier this year, he said we must 
aim at expansion without inflation, and that meant three things: 
raising productivity, expanding exports, and increasing productive 
investment. 

This might sound an obvious set of aims ; the words had become 
so well-used now that they passed over people’s minds without 
gripping. But, in fact, the idea of “ expansion” had come to stay. 
We no longer thought it was good enough to equal last year’s achieve- 
ments: we expected to exceed them—and did. 

The figures told the story of how we were getting on with this aim 
of expansion without inflation. Our factories were at the moment 
turning out goods at a rate 6} per cent. faster than last year. More 
people than ever were at work and unemployment was very low. 
And from March 1953—his Budget before last—until now, retail 
prices had risen less than 3 per cent. Expansion without inflation— 
so far, so good. 

He wanted to say something about the three conditions he men- 
tioned: raising exports, improving productivity and increasing 
investment. Exports had risen. In the first nine months of this year 
they were £117 million higher than in the first nine months of last 
year. 


Raising Exports 


We had been distressed by the effects of the dock strike, which 
would reveal themselves as the months went by. For an island nation 
like our own, living by trade, this was a grave matter. We must all 
work together to repair as much of the damage as possible: we 
certainly accepted the absolute necessity of increasing our exports 
still further. 

Rising production and standards of living would mean more 
imports, and to pay for them we should need extra exports, year by 
year. We expected to get those extra exports, because we were not 
alone in this idea of expansion. World production was rising and 
world trade was increasing. ‘There were signs also of an upward 
trend in the United States economy which was vital to the expansion 
of world trade on a stable and sound basis. 

It was part of each of his three jobs, as Chancellor of the United 
Kingdom, manager of the reserves of the Sterling Area, and Chairman 
of the Organization for European Economic Co-operation, to work 
towards freer trade and payments. We had gone a long way already, 
ourselves, in leaving manufacturers free to purchase their raw 
materials where they wished. 

Freedom and expansion at home carried with them an essential 
corollary, namely freedom and expansion in our markets abroad. 
Greater imports by others from us meant less restriction on our 
imports. We would play our part with others in this process. It was 
part of our contribution to greater world trade, and bigger British 
exports. 


Need for Raising Productivity 


The second condition he gave in his Budget for expansion without 
inflation was raising productivity. This matter of productivity was 
one in which the N.U.M. had taken a particular interest, in appointing 
an Industrial Advisory Officer. He hoped that the British Productivity 
Council will command their full support. It had a hard task, but as 
it succeeded it would be helping them—as well as the country ; they 
would be wise to back it up. 

He would remind his audience as well of the National Industrial 
Fuel Efficiency Service—which had a Loan Fund at its disposal for 
fuel economy plant. That was another body which in helping the 
country helped each firm which was ready to co-operate with it. We 
must be ready for change. Productivity had been rising. If one 
compared mid-1954 with the position a year earlier, one found that 
the number of people working in manufacturing industries had in- 
creased by 3 per cent. But production in these industries was up 
nearly 8 per cent. This increase in output per man was encouraging, 
but the pace could be speeded up ; could be, and needed to be. 
Other countries were moving ahead faster than we were—there would 
be danger in that, if it lasted. 

The third condition he mentioned in his Budget speech was more 
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investment. 


These three conditions were all linked, of course: 
productivity was linked with the need to raise exports, and investment 


was linked with productivity. We had had a number of figures put 
before us recently giving comparisons of investment in this and other 
countries, Some of them he had had from his association with 
O.E.E.C. as its Chairman, some from his recent visit to the United 
States. The comparisons were difficult to establish on a fair basis, but 
all the figures pointed to the same conclusion: in this country we 
were not yet investing enough. 

The new investment allowance in the last Budget reduced the 
effective cost of a machine by 9} per cent. at current rates of tax. 
So industry had this additional encouragement now. It had the funds. 
It had the general incentive—the prospect of increasing demand at 
home and abroad. 

While there were some favourable signs, it was too early yet to 
gauge industry’s responses to the stimulus to investment which had 
been provided. We wanted a sustained programme of expanding 
productive investment, and he hoped that such a programme was now 
getting under way. 


Development and Re-equipment 


Some industries had announced massive development plans, and 
he welcomed them warmly: we wanted more like this. And we 
wanted not only massive programmes in the big factories : we wanted 
re-equipment in the small ones too. For two-fifths of our manu- 
facturing output came from factories with under 200 workpeople ; 
nearly three quarters of it from factories with less than a thousand. 

He commended to them these three ingredients in the recipe for 
expansion without inflation—more sales, more goods, more and 
better tools to make the goods. If we worked together in this country, 
we could, he was sure, show that it did not need rigid controls and 
detailed central plans for the production of everything from paper- 
clips to bootlaces to double our production and standard of living in 
the next quarter-century. If we raised exports, productivity, and 
investment, we should achieve it. 


British Vacuum Flasks on Show 
in London 


A DISPLAY of vacuum flasks, jugs, jars, bowls and picnic sets 

available on the home market was opened on Monday at the head- 
quarters of the Glass Manufacturers Federation at 19 Portland Place, 
London, W.1. 

The five firms manufacturing vacuum vessels in Great Britain 
are showing many colourful examples of vacuum ware, which is 
gaining prominence to-day because it provides an easy means of 
preparing meals beforehand. For television viewing, parties and 
picnics, vacuum ware is now an essential item. 

In 1953 these firms produced 6} million articles. Before the 
war the production of complete flasks in the United Kingdom was 
insignificant and the expansion of production since the war has 
created an export industry of considerable importance to British 
economy. ‘The Federation state that in 1939, 28 vacuum vessels 
were imported for every one exported. In 1953, the situation was 
reversed, and 14 vacuum vessels were exported for every one imported. 

Many examples can be seen in the exhibition of attractive vacuum 
ware which also sells well overseas, particularly in Australia, Canada, 
and South America. Many flasks are now fitted with plastic lips for 
pouring, which are easily removed for cleaning. 

One manufacturer has had success on the home and overseas 
markets with a flask which embodies a milk bottle in a screw-in 
container at the bottom of the flask, thus obviating the need for carry- 
mas a separate bottle of milk, or putting the tea ready-made into the 


The exhibition is open daily until Friday, December 17, and 
admission is free.

Salvage of Waste Paper 


The policy of the Government was to encourage the use of salvaged 
waste paper wherever it could be collected and used economically, 
the President said. 


Import of Apples from North America 


As announced last August, it had been decided to allow limited 
imports of apples from North America this season, the President said. 
The intention was to license £900,000 f.0.b. from Canada and 
£600,000 f.0.b. from the United States, mainly for import in the 
first half of 1955. It was expected that most of the United States 
apples would be obtained under United States Aid. Licences were 
being issued to applicants in proportion to their pre-war trade in 
North American apples and partly to their post-war trade with other 
countries. No arrangements had been made for imports of pears. 


Purchase of United States Tobacco 


The President was asked on what grounds he authorized the 
purchase of United States tobacco, to the value of $30,000,000, to 
be held and stored in the United States of America in excess of the 
normal dollar allocation for tobacco ; what the loan and warehouse 
charges were estimated at ; and whether he would give an assurance 
that this purchase would form part of next year’s normal allocation 
and not be in addition to it. 

He replied that upon commercial grounds, these arrangements 
(which included Canada) had been made to enable buyers to take 
advantage of this year’s favourable crop conditions in the United 
States. The charges were not expected to exceed about $1 million. 
These arrangements would not involve any additional dollar expendi- 
ture since payment would be made from the dollars which would in 
any event be made available for the purchase of tobacco next year. 


Policy on Revision of G.A.T.T. 
A member asked which individual industries, or representatives 
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of industry, were consulted before a decision was reached on the 
policy to be adopted towards the revision of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade. 

The President replied that besides discussing particular aspects 
from time to time with particular industries, he had discussed the 
general lines of the policy we should adopt in this matter with 
organizations representing comprehensively our trade, manufacturing 
industry and agriculture and the trade union movement. 


Closing of Home Flax Scheme 


The Government's decision to close down the Home Flax Scheme 
over approximately the next two years was made in the interests of 
economy, the President stated. The scheme involved the sub- 
sidization of flax production in England and had in recent years 
given rise to substantial and increasing payments from public funds, 
Accounts for the current year’s operations had not yet been published 
or presented to Parliament, but the loss seemed likely to be over 
£500,000. It was recognized that the continuance of flax production 
at the present level would provide a useful basis for expansion in an 
emergency, but the cost was too high to be afforded. 

The research establishment connected with the scheme would 
also be closed down when it was no longer required to assist the 
vperations of the flax factories. 


Imports of Apples and Pears 


The quotas for apples and perrs from O.E.E.C. countries for the 
period July to December this year were £500,000 and £1,175,000 
c.i.f. respectively, the President stated. In addition, there were small 
quotas for imports from other European countries. He hoped to 
announce quotas for the first half of 1955 shortly. Arrangements were 
also being made to admit apples to the value of £1-5 million f.o.b. 
from this season’s North American crop, most of which will come in 
during the first three months of 1955. There were no restrictions on 
imports from the Sterling Commonwealth. 


MONDAY, NOVEMBER 8 
Tariff Protection of Seeds 
Asked the policy of Her Majesty’s Government with regard to the 


extension of the principle of tariff protection, which at present applied 
to British horticulture, to the British seed-growing industry, the 
President replied that seeds were already liable to the general ad 
valorem duty of 10 per cent. under the Import Duties Act, 1932. 
An application for alteration of the duty had been received. Seeds 
were, however, the subject of one of our tariff commitments under 
which the existing duties were bound against increase. ‘These 
commitments were entered into in exchange for valuable tariff 
concessions accorded to the United Kingdom by other countries and 
we could not free our hands to increase the duty on one of the bound 


products without conceding compensation at the expense of United 
Kingdom producers of other goods. ‘The question whether we could 
expect that on balance that price would be worth paying would need 
careful consideration if a case were to be made out for increased 
protection on seeds. 


TUESDAY, NOVEMBER 9 
Film Selection Committee 


The President was asked if he would make a statement on the 
constitution and membership of the statutory committee to which 
film producers who failed to secure a circuit booking might appeal, 


stating in particular, how many of the members of this committee 
were also members of the Cinematograph Films Council ; and what 
sections of the industry they represented thereon. 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, replied that he assumed the question referred to the 
Selection Committee which was appointed by the Board of Trade 
to advise them whether a film, in respect of which an application had 
been made to the Board to make a direction under Section 5 (2) of 
the Cinematograph Films Act, 1948, was suitable for exhibition as a 
first feature film by reason of its entertainment value. 

The members of the Committee included the Chairman and two 
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members of the Cinematograph Films Council and were as 


follows :—

Mr. C. J. Geddes Miss Margaret Stewart 
Miss E. L. Gibbs Mr. Cecil Bernstein

Mr. S. C. Roberts had agreed to be Chairman in succession to 
Lord Drogheda whom he had also succeeded as the independent 
‘Chairman of the Cinematograph Films Council. Messrs. Bernstein 
vand Hinge were also members of the Cinematograph Films Council 
on which they represented exhibitors. 


National Film Finance Corporation 


Mr. Strauss said that as he told the House on June 1, 1954, the 
National Film Finance Corporation had recommended, and the 
Government had agreed, that a new company should be set up, to 
come under the complete control of the National Film Finance 
‘Corporation or of the Receiver in order to continue the film distribu- 
tion functions of the British Lion Film Corporation. He understood 
‘that the Corporation was formulating detailed recommendations on 
this matter. In the meantime, the Receiver was carrying on the 
‘business of the British Lion Film Corporation, and support for film 
‘production was continuing uninterrupted. 

He also stated that the new company taking over the distribution 
functions of the British Lion Film Corporation was not yet formed. 


Film Studios for Independent Producers 


Asked how far it was his policy to ensure the availability of 
film studios to independent producers ; and what action he was 
taking to implement it, Mr. Strauss replied that the Presi lent under- 
‘stood that some studios had been bought or leased by companies 
‘interested in the production of films for television, but he was not 
‘aware of any present shortage of studio space or of any need for 
Government action. 


‘Defaults on Film Quotas 


Asked in how many cases during the last three years, ended 
September, 1954, the Defaults Sub-Committee of the Films Council 
had recommended a prosecution ; and how many cases had been 
submitted by the Board of Trade for the consideration of this Sub- 
Committee in the three years ended September, 1954, Mr. Strauss 
replied ‘‘ None, Sir.’”’ This was not the function either of the 
Cinematograph Films Council or of the Defaults Sub-Committee. 
| 
Suggested Reference to Monopolies Commission 


Asked whether he would refer the activities of the British trawler 
owners to the Monopolies Commission, Mr. Strauss replied ‘‘ No, 
Sir.”’ 

Mr. Strauss also replied ‘‘ No, Sir’? when asked whether he would 

now consider introducing legislation to amend the Monopolies and 
Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948, to bring control 
over the channels of distribution of news and information within the 
purview of the Monopolies Commission, 
_ Asked also whether, in view of the delays involved in procedure 
under the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) 
Act, 1948, he would introduce legislation making certain widely 
prevalent discriminatory and restrictive practices illegal, Mr. Strauss 
again replied in the negative. 


Negotiations on G.A.T.T. 


The President was asked whether, in the current negotiations 

about the future of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, 
he would press for an amendment of the provisions about dis- 
criminatory internal taxation so as to leave Her Majesty’s Government 
free to use fiscal means to support utility schemes or other arrange- 
ments designed to promote the maintenance and improvement of 
quality standards. 
_ The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, replied 
that the provisions of the General Agreement to which the questioner 
referred afforded a very valuable safeguard for our export trade, and 
it would not be in our interests to change them. 

Asked also whether in the current negotiations on G.A.T.T. he 
would press for an alteration of those provisions which prevented 
Her Majesty's Government from instituting a renters’ quota for 
mported cinematograph films, Mr. Low replied ‘ No, Sir.” 
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Distribution of Industry 

Questioned as to how, in the absence of building licensing, he 
proposed to carry out the policy of securing a balanced distribution 
of industry throughout the country, Mr. Strauss replied: By 
appropriate use of the powers conferred by the Distribution of 
Industry Acts, 1945 and 1950, and Section 14 (4) of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947, and by advice to industrialists wishing 
to establish new factories.

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United Kingdom Trade with Canada 


Asked if he was aware of increased competition in the Canadian 
market ; and what steps he was taking to encourage and promote 
British exports to Canada, Mr. Low replied that according to the 
latest statistics, the United Kingdom maintained its share of Canadian 
imports in the first seven months of this year, and he was confident 
that when Canadian trade resumed its upward trend British industry 
would not be behind-hand. 

Officials here and in Canada, who enjoyed invaluable support from 
the Dollar Exports Council, assisted and encouraged British exporters 
to Canada daily, and in many ways ; and no opportunity was lost to 
make known in Canada, as the President himself stressed on his visit 
there last June, that the United Kingdom was now able to offer goods 
competitive in price, quality and delivery in nearly the entire range 
of Canadian imports. 


Universal Copyright Convention 


A questioner wanted to know why Her Majesty’s Government 
had not yet taken steps to ratify the Universal Copyright Convention. 

Mr. Strauss replied that legislation to amend the Copyright Act 
1911 was necessary before ratification. It had not yet been possible 
to introduce such legislation. 


Trade with China 


Mr. Low stated that it was not possible to give an estimate of the 
financial loss in trade with China caused by the embargo on the 
export of rubber and other commodities from this country. 

There had been no general relaxation of the embargo on the export 
of strategic goods to China, he added. Certain changes were how- 
ever made in the embargo list, particularly as regards certain drugs, 
and as a result export licences had been issued for about £650,000 
worth of goods previously controlled, mainly pharmaceuticals. 


Imports of Polish Willows 


The President was asked if he was aware that Polish willows were 
imported into this country at a price of £170 per ton whereas manu- 
factured willow shopping baskets were imported from Poland at a 
c.i.f. price of £160 per ton: that a finished article was sold for less 
than the materials of which it was composed ; and if he would 
investigate the matter and take whatever steps were necessary to 
protect British craftsmen from dumping of this kind. 

Mr. Low replied that in the first nine months of this year, imports 
of willow baskets from Poland had amounted to just over £400. 
These goods were liable to an import duty of 30 per cent. ad valorem. 
In the circumstances, he did not consider that there was a case for 
further action. 
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Imports in first half of 1955 of Goods removed from O.G.L. 
in November, 1951 and March, 1952 


HE Board of Trade announce in Notice to Importers No. 690, 

the value of the quotas in the period beginning January 1, 1955, 

for certain goods withdrawn from Open General Licence in 

November 1951 and March 1952, which are listed in Schedules I and 
II to this Notice. Schedule I to this Notice relates to commodities 
restricted in November 1951, and Schedule II to commodities 
restricted in March 1952. Applications are invited to import these 
goods in accordance with the arrangements set out below. Application 
forms may be obtained from the Board of Trade, Import Licensing 
Branch, 43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1. 

2. Licences will be issued as soon as practicable after the dates 
set for the receipt of applications and except in the case of apples 
and pears (quotas Nos. 72 and 73), will be valid from the date of 
issue. Licences for apples and pears will be valid for imports after 
December 31, 1954. 

3. As in previous periods, the quotas will be allocated on the 
basis of trade in a past period, and in general, the licensing arrange- 
ments will remain unchanged. The attention of importers is, 
however, drawn to the following points :— 

(a) Quota headings 

Where a change has been made in the description of a quota 
the letter (C) appears after the appropriate number in the 

Schedule. In particular, it should be noted that amendments 

have been made to the headings of the following quotas :— 

(i) No. 10 Sports Goods, Toys, Games, etc., to include 
artificial Christmas trees. 

(ii) No. 14 Stationery, to include parts. 

(iii) No. 16 Cutlery, to make it clear that the heading includes 
non-electric shavers. 

(iv) No. 44 Ham and Bacon, canned, to include all types of 
canned ham and bacon and canned pork. 

(v) No. 116 Fancy Goods, to exclude plastic goods which 
are now on Open General Licence (see Notice to Importers 
No. 689) and to extend the heading for trays to include 
non-metal types. 

(b) Period covered by quotas 

All quotas are for the period ending June 30, 1955. 

(c) There is no change in the value of quota No. 32a (certain 
fruit juices) for which a quota extending to June 30, 1955, 
was announced in Notice to Importers No. 644 and which 
does not appear in the Schedules to this Notice. 

4. Details of special licensing arrangements for certain goods 
which are not included in the Schedules are given in paragraph 15. 

5. The principal foreign countries to be covered by the licences

How to apply for Import Licences for Commodities 
Listed in the Schedules below 


6. Applications for import licences should be made on Form 
I.L.B./A. Page 1 of the Form should be completed but on page 2 
only 4 (a) need be filled in. On page 3 and following pages applicants 
should fill in only the Name and Full Postal Address, the Applicant’s 
Reference Number and the Description of Goods (see paragraph 8 
below). Applicants should not enter a value on page 3. 

7. All or any of the goods in one of the numbered headings in 
the attached Schedules may form the subject of one application, but 
no single application should cover goods in more than one numbered 
heading. 

8. In order to expedite the issue of licences, applicants should, 
in describing the goods on the licence form, use the exact wording 
in the Schedules to this Notice and should include any preliminary 
wording in a numbered heading which relates to the sub-headings. 


For example : 
(i) The Description of Goods on a licence to import nail clippers, 
nail pliers and razors would be :— 
“Cutlery of the following descriptions, not containing 
precious metal, and parts thereof :— 
Nail clippers and nail pliers 
Razors and non-electric shavers of all kinds.” 
(ii) The Description of Goods on a licence to import paper knives,

The dates to be inserted will depend upon the option chosen in 
paragraph 12. Where a two-year period is chosen, licences will 
be based on one half of the figure shown in the certified statement. 
In the case of apples and pears (quotas 72 and 73) only those imports 
which were cleared through Customs by the applicant or by a forward- 
ing or other agent on his behalf should be included, and the final 
sentence of the appropriate certified statement should be modified 
accordingly.

14, The certified statement should cover all imports of the com- 
modity originating in and consigned from countries other than the

Applicants are reminded that any person who knowingly or 
recklessly makes any false statement, or furnishes any document or 
information false in a material particular, for the purpose of obtaining, 
an import licence, is liable to a fine not exceeding £500 and/or a 
term of imprisonment not exceeding six months.

powder, etc., with a sugar content higher than 25 per cent., will be 
considered individually.

Import Licensing Arrangements for Paper, Board and Paper Making 
Materials, Raw Coffee Beans and Live Animals 


Not ICES to Importers covering import licensing arrangements 
for paper, board and paper making materials, raw coffee beans and 
live animals have been issued as follows :— 


Paper, Board and Paper Making 
Materials 


JNCREASES in the import quotas for paper, board and paper- 

making materials have been arranged by the Board of Trade for 
the first six months of 1955. From December 1, 1954, fibre building 
board can be imported from any source without separate licence (see 
announcement below). 

Import quotas for paper and board from outside the Sterling 
Area will be limited to about £17,500,000 f.0.b. (excluding newsprint) 
for the period January to June, 1955, an increase of about £2,500,000. 
Importers are being informed of their individual quotas. £4,000,000 
of the total quota may be used to import any type of paper and 
board except newsprint, although kraft liner board imported under 


this arrangement must be for delivery to casemakers. The remainder, 
about £13,500,000, may be used to import only particular types of 
paper and board, for which separate quotas are issued. (Details are 
given below.) It has been possible to introduce greater flexibility 
in the use of these quotas between the dollar and non-dollar areas. 
Some of them, of which only a proportion could formerly be spent 
in the dollar area, can now be used to import from any source. 20 per 
cent. of the remainder of the quotas may now be spent in the dollar 
area. 

Importers are also being informed of their quotas to import 
papermaking materials from outside the Sterling Area in the period 
January to June 1955. The total quota for woodpulp for papermaking 
and cellulose wadding is £41,123,000 c.i.f. compared with £38,849,000 
c.i.f. issued in July to December, 1954. Importers may continue 
to use their quotas to import any type of wood pulp from any source. 

The total quota for esparto grass has been increased by £100,000 
to £3,000,000 c.i.f. If they wish, importers may use their esparto 
quotas to import certain types of pulp from any source.

Movements of Wholesale Prices in October 


HE basic materials index rose by 0-7 per cent. between September 

and October, mainly as a result of further substantial increases in 

the prices of copper (up 10-8 per cent.), lead (up 7-9 per cent.) 
and raw rubber (up 10-8 per cent.). These increases more than offset 
the continued fall in the prices of raw wool (down 5-1 per cent.) 
and hides and skins (down 2:1 per cent.). 

The indices for materials used in the mechanical engineering and 
electrical machinery industries rose by 1°9 and 3-6 per cent., res- 
pectively. ‘The increase in both cases was primarily due to the rise 
in the prices of certain non-ferrous metal items, particularly those of 
brass ingots (up 10-8 per cent.), copper and copper semi-manufactures, 
which carry a much heavier weight in the latter index. The indices 
for building and civil engineering and for house building materials 
rose by 0:5 and 0-4 per cent. respectively, also mainly on account of 
increases in the price of certain non-ferrous metal items. With the 
exception of joinery products (down on average by 0-8 per cent.) 
and tin ingots (down 0-3 per cent.) none of the items featuring in 
any of these four indices fell in price between September and October. 

The decline of 1:5 per cent. in the index for materials used in the 
textile industries was almost entirely due to the fall in raw wool prices 
which, after declining for four successive months, were approximately 
15 per cent. below their level in June.

New Index Numbers 


Two new composite index numbers relating to the prices of the 
output of broad sectors of United Kingdom industry are published 
for the first time this month in Table 2. The first of these new 
index numbers relates to the products of the chemical and allied trades 
classified at headings 31 to 35 of the Standard Industrial Classification 
—mainly dyestuffs, fertilizers, disinfectants, plastic materials, general 
chemicals, drugs, pharmaceuticals, toilet preparations, paint, soap 
and synthetic detergents. The second new index relates to paper 
products and covers the output of the trades classified at headings 
180 to 183 of the Standard Industrial Classification—principally 
wallpaper, cardboard boxes, cartons, fibre-board packing cases, paper 
bags and manufactured stationery. 

These new indices record the weighted average price movement of 
the products leaving the two broad sectors defined above ; the 
weights used in calculating them thus reflect the value of total sales 
in 1948, excluding the value of any products transferred between 
firms within the trades concerned. Indices for the various groups 
of commodities that feature in both these new composite price series 
are already published.

Notes on Wholesale Price Index Numbers (June 30, 1949— 100) 


1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. ‘The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 

2. The run of index numbers published each month in this series 
covers thirteen months only. Available index numbers for previous 
months, or for commodities no longer published every month, can 
be obtained on application to the address below. 

3. Im determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 

4. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products 
transferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. 
Similarly, in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities 

roduced by United Kingdom industries, products transferred 
firms within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports 
are included where these are available. 

5. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ “ ex- 
works ” prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, 


in which case “ delivered ” prices are used. ‘The prices are exclusive 
of purchase tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer. 


6. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 


7. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. Changes, from July 1953, in the presenta- 
tion and grouping of these indices were explained in the issue of 
July 18, 1953. 


8. Details of the weights and items used in the index of basic 
materials (excluding fuel) for non-food manufacturing industry 
appeared in the Board of Trade Yournal on June 16, 1951. Details 
of the composition of the indices for materials used in the 
electrical machinery and mechanical engineering industries and 
building and civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal 
on September 16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951, res- 
pectively. It is not intended at present to publish in the Board of 
Trade Journal details of the constituent items and the weights used 
in the construction of any of the indices for commodities or groups 
of commodities ; where it is possible to issue these, however, they 
may be obtained on application to the Director of Statistics, Board 
of Trade, at the address below.

Attendances During Second 
in the First Six 


VHE TOTAL number of admissions to cinemas during the second 
| quarter of 1954 was 322 millions, only 1-1 per cent. below those 
for the first quarter of the year. ‘There is usually a seasonal 
decline in the second quarter of the year but this year it is less marked 
than any previously recorded. Admissions were very slightly below 
those for the corresponding quarter of 1953 (a period when admissions 
received some stimulus from the exhibition of the coronation films, 
and when the first signs appeared of an arrest in the declining trend 
in cinema going). 

These statistics were collected from exhibitors for the 13 weeks 
March 28 to June 26, 1954. The number of cinemas for which 
returns were compiled was 4,508 (99°6 per cent. of those known to 
have been engaged commercially during the second quarter of 1954 
in the exhibition of 35 mm. films) with a seating capacity of 4,154,692 
seats (99°7 per cent. of the total). 

The numbers visiting cinemas were higher than during the first 
quarter in the Eastern, London and South Eastern, and the Southern 
regions, while in holiday areas as a whole the total admissions were up 
by 8:7 per cent. compared with the first quarter. Attendances 
exceeded those of the corresponding quarter of 1953 in three regions 
only—the Southern region (where admissions exceeded 14 millions, 
the highest recorded since 1950 for the second quarter of the year), 
the Midland region, and Scotland. 

Admissions to cinemas in the different size groups (Table III) 
showed in general only slight differences compared with the 
corresponding quarter of 1953. Exceptions were the 152 smallest 
cinemas (with 250 or fewer seats) to which admissions for the three 
quarters since October 1953 have been between 7:1 and 8:5 per cent.

lower than those for the corresponding periods a year earlier. 

Gross box office takings, at £27,487,000, were slightly higher than 
those for the corresponding quarter of 1953 although 1-0 per cent. 
lower than those for the first quarter of 1954. Net takings and the 
exhibitors’ share of takings, on the other hand, exceeded those for the 
first quarter of 1954 ; this is no doubt the effect of the reduced rates 
of entertainments duty from May 30, 1954. Net takings and the 
exhibitors’ share were both greater than those for the previous five 
quarters, i.e. since the end of 1952. 


Entertainments Duty (Table V) 


Although receipts of entertainments duty are not necessarily 
precisely related to the number of admissions to cinemas during a 
particular period, they do give some guide to future trends. Bearing 
in mind that the rate of duty was lowered as from the end of May, it 
would appear from the receipts of duty for the period July-September 
that admissions will prove to have been higher during that period 
than during the corresponding period in 1953. 


Films Registered (Table VI) 


There was a considerable fall in the number of British and foreign 
films registered during the third quarter ; the total number registered 
was well below the quarterly average for previous years. During the 
exhibitors’ quota year which ended on September 30, 1954, 140 
“long ’”’ British films were registered compared with 124 during 
the previous year while the number of “‘ long ”’ foreign films registered 
fell from 428 in 1953 to 394 in 1954.

Film Distribution (Tables VII and VIII) 


Tables VII and VIII show the results of the inquiry into film 
distribution for the first half of 1954 together with total figures for 
the years 1950-53. All these figures relate to the distribution of 


35 mm. films, other than newsreels, in Great Britain. 

The total amount of gross film rentals charged during the first six 
months of 1954 was £11,917,000 of which £3,900,000 (32-7 per cent.) 
was provided by British films, compared with 30-3 per cent. for the 
whole of 1953 and 27-6 per cent., 27-0 per cent. and 28-9 per cent.

The total number employed in film distribution at the end of June 
1954 was 5,237—the lowest employment figure so far recorded.

participants in the conference. 


India and Pakistan Wool, Hosiery and Fabrics

carpet and hosiery trade and industries in India and Pakistan, has 
been issued by John Worrall, Ltd., Central Works, Oldham, Lancs., 
under the title ‘“‘ India and Pakistan Wool, Hosiery and Fabrics,” 
price 33s. including postage.

He seeks to show how, when mechanization in 
one section of the industry led to great increases in production, this 
quickly led to equal progress in other sections. The application of 
power to spinning would have been useless if the weaving and 
bleaching sections had not become able to process the rising yarn 
output. 
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How to Form a Subsidiary Company in Canada 
How does a firm forma subsidiary company in Canada? Here is the experience of one firm, as described by Mr. T. D. Wakefield, 


President of Wakefield Lighting Ltd., London, Ontario, and Vice-President of F. W. Wakefield Brass Co., Vermi 
Ohio. Although the firm has its origin in the United States, the principles and procedure involved are generally applicable 


to United Kingdom firms who wish to set up an organization in Canada. The article below is a digest from Management 
Methods, New York : it appeared in a recent issue of the Financial Post, Toronto. 


UR EXPERIENCE during the 1950s in opening a Canadian 

plant and setting up an organization for distribution across 

Canada may be helpful to other United States companies con- 
sidering the advantages of operating in Canada. 

These observations are not presented as a blue-print or specifica- 
tions for a Canadian operation. Objectives and attitude of manage- 
ment, no two United States companies are exactly alike even within 
the same industry. 

Because of our location on the shore of Lake Erie, we had looked 
across into Canada ever since our company was started in 1907. It 
was natural that, about 16 years ago, we started shipping unfinished, 
unassembled parts of various types of lighting equipment, our sole 
product, to a Toronto company for finishing, assembly and distribu- 
tion by their own sales organization. Our several lines were catalogued 
in Canada and the volume was worth protecting when they decided 
in 1953 to close their finishing operations for United States manu- 
factured lighting equipment parts and become a distributing organiza- 
tion for lighting equipment for Canada. The management wanted 
to continue to handle our completed lighting fixtures. Whether to 
make new arrangements for assembly, or to do our own assembling 
in a new plant in Canada was our problem. 


Investigating the Possibilities 


We talked with representatives of United States companies already 
operating in Canada. When we decided to investigate the possibilities 
of conducting our own operation, we needed little information on 
Canadian manufacturing phases. They would follow precedents 
that we knew well. But we were quite naive about forming a company 
in Canada. It was pointed out to us early that a Canadian subsidiary 
should be Canadian managed and operated and we were advised also to 
omit Canada from the name of any company formed. ' 

The location of the plant was highly important. Some Canadian 
cities still offer free sites, but this is less common than formerly. To 
a considerable degree, we were guided by the economies inherent 
to various locations in regard to shipments into Canada and shipping 
facilities from the subsidiary. London, in Western Ontario, won out 
because the location is, for us, good for both phases of shipping and 
it ie just across the lake. 

The London (Ontario) Chamber of Commerce was most helpful 
in putting us in touch with local industrialists who, in turn, suggested 
legal counsels and plant sites. ‘The Chamber loaded us, too, with 
facts about other industries, transportation, labour conditions and 
rates, paid holidays, pension plans, housing, financing, community 
restrictions, aids to new industries, municipal taxation and general 
knowledge about the city, including educational and cultural con- 
ditions. 

A lease arrangement was attractive since leasing holds down the 
original investment. ‘To start, we leased about 12,000 sq. ft. in a 
new two-storey building located on a main highway in an area where 
suburban residential begins to look rural. The location has some 
value for publicizing the new business. 


Corporate Relationship 


The chairman of the board, president, and treasurer of the sub- 
sidiary compary are officers in the parent company. The vice-president 
who is also general manager and the secretary are Canadians. The 
latter is well versed in Canadian corporate law and taxes. 

As to capital organization, since the company is a wholly owned 
subsidiary, it was incorporated on the basis of 10,000 common shares 
of no par value and 9,000 non-voting, non-cumulative preference 
shares redeemable at the par value of $10 each. hs 

The terms of the preferred stock are such that the subsidiary 
need not pay a return if no profit is shown. It also furnishes a method 





for supplying capital which can be removed when no longer needed 
by the subsidiary. 

A Canadian bank loan has its advantages if the parent company 
is not in position to supply cash from its surplus. 

An important early step is to clear with the Canadian Department 
of National Revenue the minimum amount at which parts can be 
billed to a subsidiary. In the United States our equipment is sold in 
completely finished and assembled units. Therefore, we have no 
precedent for pricing unfinished parts sold by the parent company 
to the subsidiary. No such parts market existed for us prior to the 
Canadian opening. Since it is necessary to pay duty on parts brought 
into Canada, they should be priced at a minimum. 

On the other hand, Canada has anti-dumping laws and if the parts 
are priced at values not acceptable to Canadian customs authorities, 
the purchaser can be liable for penalties. 

While computing these figures, it must be kept in mind that the 
Canadian selling price of a completed article should be less than the 
United States finished price plus duty if shipped complete into Canada. 


Tooling in U.S. 


In our case we ship sets of unfinished metal parts into Canada, then 
we clean, finish and assemble with electrical parts purchased there. 
The parts imported into Canada, subject to 22$ per cent. duty in 
our case, represent only a small part of the total selling price of the 
completed Canadian lighting units. The high cost of tooling is 
amortized over the larger United States market and represents a real 
economy to the Canadian operation. 

When sufficient information is available about electric power, 
water, gas, heat, taxes, lease, wages, salaries, and other basic costs, 
after the mark-up is established in relation to the competitive market 
conditions, a pro-forma operating statement can be prepared to 
determine the break-even point in sales. In preliminary stages this 
can be used to measure the square footage required to furnish the 
dollar volume needed to make the operation theoretically profitable. 

Chargeable as a business expense (under Canadian tax law) is the 
management fee allowed to the parent company. The rate of the 
fee and the services which it covers should be established early with 
the Canadian income tax department. 

In our case the fee covers: personnel training ; product planning ; 
product development ; technical aid on production ; engineering 
studies ; tooling ; catalogue preparation ; preparation of advertis- 
ing ; ad circulation spill-over ; sales helps on international accounts ; 
editorial work in Canadian press ; demonstration ; use of display 
material ; machinery design ; plant layout; patent protection ; 
royalties paid ; management assistance ; speakers at technical 
meetings ; public and trade relations services ; goodwill. 


Training, Sales Aids 


Many of these services represent heavy expense. As an example 
in the first item alone : as general manager we are fortunate in getting 
a professional engineer who was already familiar with our products, 
hence minimum training was necessary. But in the case of the works 
manager and his assistant it was necessary to advertise and interview. 
After this selection, the works manager spent six weeks in training 
in the parent plant to get acquainted with products and methods. 

Our personnel is entirely Canadian with exception of the three 
officers mentioned and one more Board member. 


Since it is permissible to send plates from the United States 
catalogue into Canada at a nominal duty, the preparation of a sales 
catalogue was handled by a Canadian printer. 

Distribution was established with two wholesale organizations 

After interviewing 


covering Canada and some independents. 
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Canadian applicants for our own sales representation, we made sure 
that they were compatible to the distributors before establishing sales 
offices in Vancouver, Edmonton, Toronto and Montreal. 

If our foresight had been as good as our present hindsight, we 
would have investigated more thoroughly :— 

(1) The procedure for making a reliable survey of sales potentials 
for our products at prices enabling us to cover all estimated costs. 

(2) Procedures for breaking into an established market with our 
bread-and-butter products that are basically much the same as those 
of competition, and with types not manufactured in Canada prior to 
our opening. 

(3) A procedure for attracting seasoned sales representatives before 
the actual sales potential could be demonstrated. 

As an inspiration and direct aid to all the distribution side and as 
a service to Canadian architects, engineers, electrical contractors 
and building owners, we designed the London plant as a demonstra- 
tion centre for every type of lighting equipment which we make, 
from the factory to the executive offices and incidentally, far better 
than anything we have at the home base. 

We were not yet in production when Canadian editors with electrical 
interests asked us for assistance in preparing technical and general 
articles, not all of them connected with our bread-and-butter sales. 

In this type of operation the selling price of goods must be higher 
in Canada because of the duty on imported parts, smaller runs with 
resultant higher production costs, and we have found already that 
other items cost more. For example: travel expense is higher in 
Canada because of the thin lines of population centres as compared 
with blocks of United States cities. Also, we allow 7c per mile for 
car operation in the States, but 8c in Canada, because of the higher 
tax on gasoline.

West Germany and Netherlands 


MODIFICATIONS of the quota lists contained in the German— 

Netherlands Trade Agreement of January 18, 1951, were agreed 
upon in negotiations held in Bonn by the German-Dutch Joint 
Committee in July last, and published in the German Federal Gazette 
on September 3, 1954. 

They provide for increased German import quotas of bulbs, cut 
flowers, tyres and inner tubes for vehicles, paper and paper board, 
stockings and socks, glassware, fluorescent tubes, and other com- 
modities, and for increased Dutch import quotas of German goods 
(e.g. artificial textile piece-goods, stockings and socks of fully synthetic 
yarns, bottles, etc.).

Finland and Western Germany 


A PROTOCOL to the agreement between Finland and the Federal 

Republic of Germany (Western Germany) was signed in Helsinki 
on September 17, covering trade between the two countries for the 
period October 1, 1954, to September 30, 1955. 


A new payments agreement based on Deutschmarks was also signed 
and is valid from October 1, 1954. The protocol provides that certain 
imports subject to quota will take place according to a quota list. 
Other imports will take place at the discretion of the authorities 
concerned.

Israel and Roumania 


ER MAJESTY’S Representative in Tel Aviv has reported that 
rade and Payments Agreements between Israel and Roumania 
were signed in Jerusalem on September 9. 

These agreements which came into force on the date of signature 
will remain in operation until December 31, 1955, and thereafter 
will be automatically renewed annually unless denounced by either 
party. 

Lists annexed to the Trade Agreement envisage an exchange 
of goods to the value of U.S.$2-5 million in each direction. Israeli 
exports to Roumania will include citrus fruit and other agricultural 
products, pharmaceuticals, textiles and light industrial goods. 
Roumanian exports to Israel will include timber, crates for citrus, 
fuel oil and other petroleum products, and chemicals.

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Where Price Matters More than 
Quality 


ONDURAS claims to be the only country in the world that 

does not owe a penny to any other. Though over 70 per cent. 
of her foreign trade (each way) is with the United States, her imports 
from Europe have shown an encouraging increase in the past few 
years, Of this increase the United Kingdom—hotly pursued by 
Germany—has had a leading share with such products as whisky, 
motor-cars, bicycles, diesel engines, cotton thread, tropical worsteds, 
sanitary ware, and cheap cotton goods. British exporters should be 
able to sell more than they do of the sort of goods that the United 
States supply, if only their prices are competitive and their deliveries 
rapid. ‘This is especially true of agricultural equipment. 

Such are some of the facts brought out in a survey of Honduras 
by the United Kingdom Minister and Consul-General at Tegucigalpa, 
the country’s capital. He adds :— 


“It cannot be emphasized too strongly that the Honduranean 
importer, on first being approached by a foreign supplier, wishes to 
have all the relevant information, about deliveries, prices, packing, at 
once. Vaguely phrased inquiries are unlikely to receive serious 
consideration. Furthermore, he is not at all familiar with sterling 
calculations, and prices, preferably on a c.i.f. basis, should always be 
quoted in United States dollars.” 

Price is a primary consideration among Honduras’s importers : 
*‘ quality commands a very limited market unless accompanied by 
low prices.’ This is because, notwithstanding the country’s high 
degree of financial stability, the general standard of living and literacy 
among her small population is low.

In 1952-53 the principal groups of imports—leading all others by 
a wide margin—were manufactured articles, machinery and transport 
equipment, and chemical products, in that order. Britain’s contribu- 
tion to the total of imports was valued at 3,777,000 Lempiras. In 
the same year, as usual, Honduras’s three principal exports were 
bananas, coffee and timber. Of her total exports, the United King- 
dom’s share was valued at 119,000 Lempiras. (The exchange rate is 
approximately 5:58 Lempiras to £1 sterling.)

United States Dairy Industries Show 


HE 19th Dairy Industries Exposition held at Atlantic City from 

October 25 to 30 was one of the largest industrial exhibitions ever 
held in the city’s famous Convention Hall, where it occupied a floor 
area of seven acres. Three hundred and sixty-three firms exhibited 
a great variety of equipment connected with the dairy industry of 
the United States, ranging from a huge multi-ton bottle washer or 
condenser-evaporator to a paper cup or a tiny vanilla bean, There 
were also a number of educational booths sponsored by the Dairy 
Suppliers Foundation, the National Dairy Council and other groups, 
and a special lounge for the convenience of overseas visitors. 

The first day attendance of 15,000 men and women connected 
with the dairy industry or associated with its development indicated 
the wide interest commanded by the exhibition. By the closing day 
more than 25,000 trade visitors had registered. 

Apart from Canadian manufacturers, there were no firms actually 
exhibiting their products in their own name using an address outside 
the United States. An American subsidiary of a Wandsworth Park, 
London, Company, were, however, exhibiting large, medium and 
small capacity heat exchangers, a measuring can filler, and a cream 
treatment unit. It is understood that much of this equipment is 
manufactured in the United Kingdom and sold in the United States 
through the Buffalo subsidiary, whose officials at the show appeared 
to be very satisfied with their participation. 

The only other items of dairy plant equipment noted from sources 
outside the Western Hemisphere were a vacreator made in New 
Zealand and plate heat exchangers made in Sweden. Considerable 
interest was expressed in the vacreator machine, in which pre-heated 
milk is washed with steam as it passes through the machine’s series 
of vacuums. Any odours are withdrawn and the milk flowing 
through is also pasteurized and freed from all bacteria. 

A representative of the American firm distributing the Swedish 
plate heat exchangers said that his company had started to distribute 
this type of equipment at the beginning of 1954 and had already taken 
a satisfactory share of the market which is served by seven or eight 
firms in the trade. 

Among the interesting machines and processes on display were 
milk vending machines for packaged goods. Stainless steel equipment 
for the collection of milk was also a prominent feature, particularly 
farm collection and milk storage tanks. It was also noticeable that 
advances had been made in filling and packaging equipment. 

In general the exhibition included a large range of dairy plant 
equipment, many new and interesting forms of containers and 
closures, delivery equipment for use between the farm and the dairy, 
new cleansing and sanitizing agents, a variety of display cabinets and 
out-door milk vending machines, and for the ice cream industry 
exhibits of ingredients including fruits, flavours, emulsifiers and 
stabilizers. 


Double Taxation Agreement with South Africa 


A SUPPLEMENTARY Protocol amending the Double Taxation 
Agreement between the United Kingdom and the Union of South 
Africa (S.R. & O. 1947, No. 315) was signed in Pretoria on 
November 5, 

The Protocol has the effect chiefly of extending the exemption from 
tax of shipping and air transport profits which is provided by the 
original Agreement. 

It will need the approval of the House of Commons before it can 
take effect in the United Kingdom. 

It is expressed to take effect in the United Kingdom from April 6, 
1948.

Revision of French Export Licence Application 
and Export Exchange Control Forms 


THE FRENCH Journal Officiel on October 8 announced that the 
forms of application for an export licence (O2) and the export (exchange 
control) form (DE) have been revised.

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South African Relaxations on Import Control 


HE United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in Pretoria 
has reported by telegraph that a notice published in the South 
Africa Government Gazette of November 5, 1954, announced 
several relaxations in import control which become effective as from 
January 1, 1955.

Irish Republic Amends Import 
Quota for Woven Fabrics 


"THE Government of the Irish Republic have made an Order under 

the Control of Imports Acts 1934 and 1937 amending Import 
Quota No. 13. The effect of this Order is to prohibit the importation

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Period of Validity of Indian 


Import Licences 


‘THE Government of India have announced that it has been decided 

that import licences due to expire on any date within a particular 
month shall be automatically deemed valid to cover shipments made 
on or before the last day of that month. 

Further, in order to facilitate shipments in cases where the goods 
are ready for despatch in time, but delay occurs because of a change 
in shipping schedules or for other reasons beyond the control of 
the importer, it is usual to allow a period of grace not exceeding 15 
days beginning from the last day of the month in which the validity 
of the licence expires. ‘This grace period cannot be claimed as a 
matter of right, and no letters of credit should be opened against the 
licence during the period of grace. 

The above concession will apply to all current licences, irrespective 
of the period in which they were issued. 


Shipments Affected by Dock Strikes 
in United Kingdom 


ITH reference to the notice in the Board of Trade Journal of 

October 30, page 922, the Government of India have now issued 
a public notice on the extension of the validity of licences in respect 
of goods affected by the strike, which reads as follows :— 

“It has been decided by the Government that all licences which expire 
(including the period of grace) during the currency of the dockyard strike 
in the United Kingdom will be automatically valid to cover shipments 
made up to December 15, 1954. 

** No formal revalidation of the licences will be necessary. ‘The Customs 
Authorities will allow clearance against all licences which expire during the 
dockyard strike in the United Kingdom, provided the importers produce a 
certificate from their foreign suppliers or shippers to the effect that the 
goods in question would have been shipped during the validity of their 
licences but for the strike. 


“ It may be noted that the normal period of grace will not be allowed in 
the case of such licences and no letters of credit should be opened during 
this period of extension.” 

No special announcement has been made in respect of licences due 
to expire during November. These are, however, automatically 
valid for shipment up to the end of November under the general 
regulations, and are, of course, eligible for the usual grace period of 
15 days beyond that date. (See separate notice above.)

More Import Licences for Books 


PUBLIC NOTICE No. 67 (54)/I issued by the Chief Controller of 


Imports and Exports, Government of Pakistan, on October 30, 1954,

TWO Notifications issued by the Ceylon Controller of Imports, and 
published in the Ceylon Government Gazette of October 29, 1954, 
have the effect of deleting Sulphur from the Schedules to Open 
General Licences Nos. 1 and 2.

Revalidation of Import Licences in Burma

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Re 


quirements of U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration 


EXPORTERS are reminded that under the United States Food, 

“Drug and Cosmetic Act the Food and Drug Administration may 
refuse entry to all consignments of goods which do not conform with 
the regulations under the Act ; such shipments become liable to 
exportation or destruction but at the discretion of the Food and Drug 
Administration an importer may be permitted to try to bring a 
consignment into compliance with the law before a final decision 
is made as to whether it may be admitted. 

The Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act prohibits the movement in 
inter-state and foreign commerce of articles of foodstuffs, drugs 
and cosmetics which are adulterated. For example, foodstuff would 
be considered adulterated if it contained colouring or flavouring 
materials other than those certified by the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion as harmless. 

The Act also lays down stringent requirements on labelling, 
requiring, inter alia, an exact and detailed description of the ingredients 
used and in certain cases such details must be in accordance with 
prescribed standards. It is therefore advisable to submit any proposed 
label to the Food and Drug Administration for approval before it 
is printed. 

The Ministry of Food have arranged for an advisory service on 
the United States Food and Drug Regulations to be available through 
H.M. Embassy in Washington, and exporters who wish to avail them- 
selves of this service should write direct to B. A. Cash-Reed, Food 
and Agriculture Attache, British Embassy, Washington, D.C., 
U.S.A., giving full particulars of manufacture and ingredients (in 
quantitative terms), together with a specimen of the proposed label. 
If desired, a sample of the product may be enclosed, but care should 
be taken (e.g., by employing a forwarding agent) in cases where the 
sample is too large to te sent by parcel post, to ensure that transport 
charges do not fall on H.M. Embassy. A duplicate of the letter and 
of the label (but not of the sample) should be sent to the Ministry 
of Food (Export Policy Branch), Dean Bradley House, Horseferry 
Road, London, S.W.1, so that any action necessary in London can 
be taken.

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Canadian International Trade Fair Arrangements 


THE 8th Canadian International Trade Fair, sponsored by the 
Canadian Government will be held in Toronto from May 30 to 
June 10 next year. Hundreds of United Kingdom firms have used 
this Trade Fair both as a means of establishing themselves on the 
Canadian market and expanding sales to the dollar area. 

Canada’s present population of 15 millions, which has increased 
by about 50 per cent during the past 15 years, continues to grow, 
representing an ever expanding market. Last year Canadians 
bought £1.6 billion worth of goods from abroad. The United 
Kingdom’s share of this market was less than 15 per cent. 

The gradual return to competitive selling, following the post-war 
shortages, reached a peak in most consumer and capital goods lines 
during the course of 1954. There is little indication that the highly 
competitive sales position will alter in the near future. 

In view .of these conditions the 1955 Canadian International 
Trade Fair will likely be of increased importance in the selling 
programmes of those interested in the dollar market. 

Continuing its policy of developing new trade sections, the 1955 
Canadian International Trade Fair will include a comprehensive 
welding and metals section for the first time. The new section 
will be organized in co-operation with the Canadian Welding 
Society. Exhibits will include a wide variety of equipment and 
materials in the welding field. 

The successful inauguration of the aircraft section in the 1954 
Trade Fair is encouraging even greater interest amongst manu- 
facturers in the aviation field. This section will very likely be 
larger next year, with a more extensive range of exhibits. It is 
anticipated that some manufacturers may show complete air- 
craft ranging from jet fighters to small ‘“‘ bush ”’ craft, to complement 


the display of aircraft parts and equipment. The special aerial 
display in connection with the Trade Fair will be held at the con- 
clusion of the Fair’s first week. 

Another section that shows promise of developing beyond the 
scope of previous years is that containing heavy industrial electri- 
cal equipment. 

At the end of September more than 33,000 square feet of space 
had been booked by exhibitors from eight countries. Trade Fair 
officials are optimistic that final bookings will exceed the 242,000 
square feet taken at the 1954 Trade Fair by more than 1,400 
exhibitors. 

The largest single trade category so far is machine tools, followed 
closely by plant equipment. The office equipment section is also 
large, and good representation is contained in sections devoted to 
materials handling equipment, construction equipment, power 
equipment and institutional displays. 

Countries booked to date, in order of exhibit space volume, are 
Canada, United Kingdom, the United States, Denmark, Ireland, 
Norway, Germany and Sweden. It is expected that during the 
next month space bookings will increase substantially, particularly 
from overseas. 


The programme planned for promoting attendance of business 
visitors from Canada and the United States is more extensive in 
scope this year than ever before. It is aimed at a selected list of 
top-level executives, and is expected to assist considerably in, 
increasing the attendance of trade buyers beyond the 1954 total of 
25,160. Total Trade Fair attendance, including the general public, 
was almost 67,000.
